THE NEGROES, 
INTERVIEW WITH NILES, THE ARKANSAS 
SEPARATIST. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
“We have tried it, and it is no use! We 
cannot do anything to satisfy either party, 
and we want to be separated. We want to 
Ko into a Territory or to Africa, and to have 
no further trouble. The negroes when by 
themselves will get along well enough. 
Natural law alone will control them. We 
would rather go to a Territory thanto Af- 


riea, and all we ask is, that the white friends 


of this Government should make an appro- 
priation to enable us to get a start in a Terri- 
tory by ourselves. The rest of it we will 
look after. Show us the road, and we will 
make for the station, sure.“ 

Mr. Niles, the Arkansas separatist, is a 


education, but with much enthusiasm. He 
is not an orator, but he has a good deal of 
natural wit, and mingies his speech with the 
phrases of the preacher so common in the 
old plantation life. He said: 

Lou Northern people do not understand 
how things are going in South. The 
negro is not gettimg on well there. In many 
respects he is not as well off as he was in 
slavery. Then only one man could insult 
him and impose upon him—hbis master. Now 
everybody can ride him. He don't know 
anything about iaw, and cares less. He 
knows that he is sure to come out $50 or 
more short at the end of the year, no matter 
what he may do, and that the result will. be 
that he will get into one of those prison 
tarms on the charge of debt, and once there 
he may remain 100 years. He can work 
there at B cents a day. It he is sick a day it 
puts him back three days. If he loses an eye 
or an arm in the service of the prison 
master he is himself responsible for 
it, and that goes against him. The negro in 
the South now does not care about anything 
except his food and clothes, and the shortest 
way of getting to Heaven. ‘They do not try 
to build factories. ‘They are building high- 
ways to Heaven. We fought for the Govern- 
ment and now we find that it cannot protect 
us. The white preachers told us after the 
War to save our little money and to put it 
in the Freedmen’s Savings-Bank. We did, 
and it was saved there and we were ruined. 
And they have been killing us ever since. 
We can’t please anybody, we are tired 


of it. We simply work and keep still, and 


we want to have done with all this and to go 
away by ourselves.“ 

* But some of 8 people seem to 
be getting on very well, Look at Dougiass, 
Wormley, and Langston ?”’ 

“ Yes, but they got their hooks in long 
ago, before things had settled down. Doug- 
lass made his money when it was a curiosity 
to hear a negro talk. Now no one cares any 
more about hearing him talk than about 
hearum a jackass bray. Douglass is noth- 
ing but an orator. Wormley made his money 
in the bustle of the War. Langston, too, got 
hold right early, and he has kept hoid, but it 
is a hold for ngston alone. Lou never 
heard of any of these men building a factory, 
or 2 to raise up the masses ot, their 
ple.“ 


* Some of your people seem to be pretty 
active politicians? ” 

“None of them are politicians. 1 don’t 
know ove. There are a good many who are 
henchmen to the politicians. That is the 


trouble, but there is not a single one of them 


that knows tne trick of polities himself. 
‘They are guing to have a great mass-meeting. 
They don’t know exactly why. It is about 
the Civil-Rights bill. ‘he decision puts us 
back where we were, perhaps, before the 


War, but we do not want any such legisla- 
tion 


We do not want to be made a spe- 


cial class. ‘The Civil-Kights bill never 
did anybody any good. believe 
that it has done harm. It has 


decreased the respect that existed in the 
South for the colored man. We must take 
our chances. If a poor white man gets put 
off the cars he finds out some way to get re- 
dress. We wust find some way to do 

1 want yot to create a sympathy among the 
white people for this movement. Wecannot 
live together in peace. We can do better 
alone,” and the negro enthusiast started for 
the White Llouse to get a copy of his protest 
that he had left there. But I do not expect 
to see the President. I wish 1 could. do 
not think he will see me.“ 

Mr. Nites does not seem to have won 
many converts for his separatist theory. He 
claims that he represents a large following 
among his race, but he has not secured rec- 
oghition from the colored leaders. 


PENSION FRAUDS. 


THE GOVERNMENT PREPARING TO DO BATTLE 
WITH! THE SWINDLING CLAIM-AGENTS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special. ]— 
The machinery of the Government for the 
punishment of fraud and the protection of 
disabled soidiers, and the parents, widows, 


-and orphans of soldiers, has been set in 


vigorous motion. The letter of District-At- 
torney Corkhill to Secretary Teller upon the 
subject of pension-claim agents, and the ac- 
tion of Commissioner Dudley in recommend- 
ing the suspension of certain firms for ‘alleged 
dishonest practices, are the first public indi- 
cations of pat is in progress in the direction 
of exposing and punishing what is believed 
to be a system of fraud upon 
pensioners and claimants for pensions. 
Secretary Teller is in full sympathy with the 
movement, and 1s desirous of doing every- 
thing in his power to check and punish any 
trauds that may be discovered. The Attor- 
ney-General has ordered the most vigorous 
inquiry before the grand jary, and will fur- 
nish all the money needed to make the luves- 
tigation complete. Special agents of compe- 
tence are busy in the matter, and the public 
will soon hear of results. The frauds are 
not confined to Washington. There are 
several cases also in preparation for or 
practically prepared for the grand jury. A 
new impetus has been given to this system 
by the publication of the pension-rolis. 
Agents appear to have issued deceptive cir- 
culars and to be engaged in sending them to 
all pensioners as rapidly as the lists can be 
obtained. These, so far as they have been 
returned here, are full of falsehoods as to 
the character of alleged new pension legis- 
lation, and as to the promises hela out for 
jnereasing pensions, and obtaining a great 
variety of claims, with all blanks for an 
application through the firm sending thei, 
and the demand fur a small fee to start the 
case. Such circulars are leaving Washing- 


daily by the ton. The extent of this 
watt will, when made known officially, star- 
tle the country.

‘The Citizens’ Committee has been d 


in its first suit against the ex-detectives. 
Coomes, against whom several indictments 
were found, has been acquitted., At the 
acquittal there was the usual applause in the 
court. The efforts of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee seem to have been relaxed the moment 
the charges upon which the indictments 
were found were made. There was a singt- 
lar want of proof, as is the case in all similar 
movements. The citizens did not follow the 
matter to the end, and the prosecuting 
authorities were unable to find any proof. 
Judge Wylie said that there was not 
a particle of proof to sustain the gravest of 
the charges. The case of Coomes was 
weakest one, and there were doubts whether 
it should have been brought. That there 
was rascality among the ex-detectives few 
doubt. ‘The star-route triais sufficiently 
showed that the detectives were hostile to 
the Government, but itis doubted whether 
any of them ean be convicted on the charge 
that have been brought against them. The 
indicted persons have a 2 influence 
here, particularly with the machinery of ju- 
ries, and it would not be a surprising result 
if the ex-detective cases should all end as 
did that against Coomes today. 


THK MAILS. 
COST OF READJUSTING THE SERVICE. 

D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.|~ 
The commission appointed to readjust the 
mail service will, it is said, reach cons ~ 
clusions which, if adopted, will requife the 
expenditure of $1,000,000. The commission 
is said to be of the opinion that the delivery 
of mail matter at both intermediate and 
terminal points on railroads should be in 
charge of the Government. At present 
the mail matter is delivered by the 
railroad companies at terminal points 
at a distance within one mile of the stations 
and at intermediate points to within forty 
rodsof stations. If the post-offices are out- 
side these limits, the Government — the 
difference in the cost of trausportg „ The 
argument upon which this recommendation 
will be based, if made, is that the mails will 
be safer in the hands of Government agents. 
At present the malls are. delivered by depot 
hands without cost to the Government. No

A FACTORY HORROR. 


Explosion of Powder in a ‘‘ Squib” 
Mill at Kingstonburg, Pa.— 
Eight Children Hurt, 

Five Fatally. 


WILKESBARRR, Pa., Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
At 1 o’ciock today the inhabitants of Kings- 
tonburg, about a mile and a half from this 
city, were startled by a terrific report, fol- 
lowed shortly after by another. People ran 
out of their houses to ascertain the cause, 
when, to their horror, thoy learned that a 
large quantity of powder in a factory where 
sauios, used by miners in blasting coal, are 
made had exploded, and not only torn alow 
wooden building it occupied to pieces and 
fired it, but had blown eight employés— 
children ranging from the age of 11 
to 16~vards away trom the site of 
the factory. The latter stood on the banks 
of a small creek and about fifty yards from 
a main road. People near by at the time of 
the accident hurriec to the spot to be greeted 
by the agonizing moans of the children who 
lay seattered about in every direction, some 
of them with every stitch of clothing blown 
literally off their backs and the exposed 
bodies’ blackened, bleeding, and disfigured. 
One girl had nothing on but her corset and 
shoes. As all the injured lived near by they 
were conveyed as tenderly and rapidly as 
possible to their homes, around which great 
crowds of womeh surged in every stage of 
exeitement. Medical aid was summoned at 
once, and severai doctors responded. 

In the meantime news of the disaster 
spread abroad and the miners in the vicinity 
and all manner of workmen stopped their 
employment and joined the anxious crowds 
who gathered about the burning débris of 


the factory. 
THE VICTIMS. 

A reporter who visited the homes of the 
injured shortly after the accident occurred 
witnessed the most harrowing sights.. In 
one little cottage lay stretched upon separate 
cots the forms of Mattie James. aged 16, and 
Albert, her brother, aged 11. The girl was 
burned from head to foot, her flesh peeling 
off easily. She cannot survive the night. 
The boy, though badly burned, may recover. 


The white-haired parents of these two were 
overcome with grief. They lost a son in 


terrible Avondale mine disaster of a dozen 


years ago. 

In a little house near by lay the blackened 
and charred form of Mary Quinn, aged 12, 
writhing in agony and beyond all hope ot 
recovery. 

In another home not far away parents 
were weeping over the body of Jaines Steel, 
a iad of 14, who will die before morning. 

Further on up the street ple thronged 
about the house of Mr. Edwards, whose 
daughter Lizzie, aged 16, was one of the vic- 
tims. She received terribie injuries, but the 
doctor thinks she may be saved. 

Just above in one of the handsomest cot- 
tages in the borough lay Mamie Norris, a 
bright young girl of 16, and an only daughter. 
She went to work this morning after a vaca- 
tion of two weeks. She is horribly burned 
aud must die before midnight. Her mother 
said that when Mamie arrived home today 
noon tor dinner she came to her and with 
a serious look remarked: ** Mother. I am 
going to die today, 1 know Lam.” The 
parent asked why she talked in that way, 
and she replied that she had a warning. She 
said a little bird flew into the iactory win- 
dow and alighted on her shoulder just before 
she left fur dinner, and she was impressed 
with the idea that occurrence had a fatal sig- 
nificance. 

Among the badly burned are Hattie Moss, 
aged 15, and John Evans, aged 14. It is 
thought that but three of the eight children 
will survive. The superimtendent of the 
factory was absent atdinner at the time of 
the explosion, and could not account for it, 
Lizzie Edwards says that the sparks from 
a wood fire in the stove flew out and ignited 
some straw on the floor, which fired a keg of 
loose powder. There were about five kegs of 
powder in the factory. The community is 
greatly excited over the ter. 

GAS EXPLOSIONS IN A WELL.

VERMILYE CAUGHT. 


An Embezzling Case with a Flavor 
of Scandal to It. 


A Prominent Army Officer the Plaintiff 
im the Suits. 


Last Monday noon two men, one of them an 
officer. passed through the ladies’ entrance tu 
the Palmer House and took their stand by the 
elevator door as though waiting for some one. 
Presently the elevator brought down a young 
man of very genteel appearance, who, as he was 
about to start away, found Bimself confronted 
by the two men who bad been standing guard. 
Without any parieying they informed bim that 
he was aprisoner. He exhibited no little sur- 
prise over the situation, but instead of protest- 
ing that it was all a mistake Or that it was an in- 
sult to him, he only begged that he should 
not be taken to Jail He was not, 
but he remained in the custody of the oflicer all 
that day and night. all day yesterday, and at last 
accounts was still a prisoner searching in vain 
for a bondsman. The prisoner’s name is Daniel 
B. Vermilye, and the warrant on which he was 
arrested was sworn out by Gen. Martin Beem, 
the attorney. and executed by Constabie Ryan, 
the two latter being the men Who met Mr. Ver- 
milye at the Palmer House elevator. 

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 

The warrant charges Mr. Vermilye with the 
embezzlement of $3,000 belonging to the Weems 
Stone & Marble Company, but there is 
a long story to be told in connection 
with Vermilye’s. arrest. There are two 
other suits against him, and the tri als will pring 
to light an alleged scandal which has thus far 
seen the light only in the shape of floating para- 
grapbs and vague rumors, and which involves 
the name of a man of National rep uta tion, Gen. 
William Myers, who was placed on the retired 
list of army officers last winter after thirty 
years’ honorabie service. Gen. Myers, who is 
well known in Chicago, having served two years 
on Gen. Sheridan's staff, emphatically denies the 
trutn of the insinuations wade against bim, and 
bus sought to precipitate matters by bringing a 
suit for slander against Vermilye, the author of 
the charges, for it is Vermilye’s wife who igures 
as the woman in the case. 
; A SLANDER SUIT. 

When the slander suit is tried more will be 
told concerning a visit made to Europe by Mrs. 
Vermilye last spring, at the time Gen. Myers 
was also across the water, than could ve learned 

esterday. Mrs. Vermilye being at present in 

ew Jersey attending to a suit for divorce which 
she bas brought against her husband. Gea. 
Myers being in New York, the ligbt.which tnese 
two might shed on the affair could not be 
reached. However, a great many facts were ob- 
tained trom reliable sources, 
ferences may be drawn. 

STATEMENTS OF PARTIES 

Young Vermilye, who is now about 90 rs 
old, comes uf a very respectable family in the 
East. He wassentto Yale College, where he 
graduated, and about five years ago be married 
u Miss Holmes, of a wealthy family in Orange, 
N. J. The couple removed to a country town in 
New York not jong after. ething over two 

rs ago Vermuiiye and his wife again — 4 — 
their residence, tuis time to St. Paul, where Ver- 
milye began working for the Nortrern Pa- 
cite Rond. his wite baving 
who occupied an official pos 
— compauy. Being intelligent. and having 
the advantages of a evod education and social 
position, Vermilye advanced rapidly, and was 
soo occupying a posidon of trust in the com- 
pany. in che meantime Gen. Myers, stationed 
at Fort Soelling, with headquarters at St. Paul, 
bad become a frequent visitor at the Vermiiye 
domicile, be having kuown Mrs. Verchilye's 
mother. Mrs. Holmes. in the East. The General 
and Vermiiye became great friends. 
A REAL-ESTATE SCHEME. 
The latter tinaliy unfolded a scheme to Gen. 


Myers wherevy they might both be- 
come — rich. Being on the “in- 
side” wit the company, Vermilye 


Knew. as the lines of the road extended, where 
new towns were to be built, and where land was 
to become valuable. His scheme was to invest 
in lands on these new town sites, Gen. Myers to 
furnish the cash and be (Vermilye) the valuable 
information. The General was willing, and it is 
asserted by bis attorney iutrusted no less than 
$20,000 to Vermilye to invest. So matters were 
running along about two years ago when the 
Weems Stone and Marbie Company was organ- 
ized. The stockholders included Gen. Myers, 
Gen. Beem, and Vermilye. m was 
chesen President, and Vermilye, through 
the influence of Gen. Myers, was elected Treas- 
urer. The beadquarters of the company were 
in Chicago, but Vermiiye did not move down 
here. He made occasional trips to the city, and 
during bis absence Gen. Beem was the ex-officio 
Treasurer. One day in May, 1882, Vermilye 
came to Chicago and asked Gen. Beem bow 
much casb there wasin the bank to the com- 
pany's credit. He was told that the amount 
was about $3,000, He parted company with Gen. 
Beew soon after, and the next day the latter was 
surprised to receive a notice from the bauk, the 
Onicago National, that the company bad over- 
drawn its account about £500. Vermilye bad 
taken it all and lett the city. The same day the 
bank received a letter from Vermilye stating 
that he had the night before while “full” given 
a check tor $1,010, and asking that it be not hon- 
ored. The check was presented by Chapin & 
Gore, who stated that they had received it “in 
the course o ibusiness.” 
TRACING THE TREASURER. 

The stone company, Gen. Beem says, made 
every effort to discover the whereabouts of 
their absent Treasurer. He was heard of 
first in California, then in Colorado, and 
ultimately in Europe. It was at this time that 
n chance paragraph found its way into the 
Wasbington Capital mentioning the names of 
Gev. Myers ana Mrs. Vermilye, both of whom 
were in Europe. Gen. Myers beard these stories, 
ot course, and upon his return from Europe last 
summer deciared that Vermilye should be made 
to tell all be knew. He lert Mrs. Gen. Myers in 
Paris, where the Myers cbildren are 
educated, Mrs. Verwiiye, who had also been 
in Paris, returned to America about 
the same time and began 2. — 
ings for divorce against her husband in 
Orange, N. J. Vermiiye also returned to 
Orange, but turned up in Chicago three or four 
days ago. Gen. Beem was told that Vermiiye 
was stopping at the Palmer, but could not nud 
his name on the register. Monday morning be 
saw his inan by chancein the rotunda of the 
hotel, and at once swore out the warrant, Justice 
Prindivilie issuing it. Gen. Myers was tel+- 
graphed the news, and he replied that he would 
sturc for Chicago at once, and at the same time 
instructed Gen. Beem to commence a suit for 

5000 for slander against Vermilye and 
u separate suit fur $20,000 on account of the 
monty which the young man bad squandered in 
Dakota lands, Gen. Myers claiming never to 
have received a cent lu return for the money he 
intrusted to Vermilye. These two suits w 
commenced in the Circuit Court yesterday, 
were *‘supp from the reporters. Con- 
stable Ryan aiso did che best he could to keep 
tuo arrest of Vermilye a secret, declaring post- 
tively that no reporter should bear avything 
bout it. Vermilye was particularly anxious to 
uu ve the affair secret. 

VERMILYE’S DEFENSE. 

He does not deny taking the money, but bis 
defense is that be was a stockholdeft, and took 
the money only to get even for what be bad in- 
vested.

MR. ARTHUR BOLLES, 

Mr. Arthur Bolles, editor of the Bankers’ 
Magazine, was then introduced, and spoke sub- 
Stuntialiy as follows: 

The question of how a sound paper circulat- 
ine medium can be established when tne basis of 
the existing circulation of the banks shall dis- 
appear is ove which demands a solution of some 
kind. That the contraction of the paper circu- 
lating medium bas*begun is very eviden’, and 
the movement, it is thougat, will cast a deep 
shadow over ali kinds of business. The reme- 
dies thus far suggested are adequate. If the 
plan suggested by Mr. Coe at the Bankers’ Con- 
vention were adupted when the excess of notes 
decame very great they would be presented for 
redempuaon, but not in the beginning. A per- 
fect system must reguiate the issue of notes at 
and injury to business than 

a large rise and fall of prices, The error in 
r. Coe’s plan is that nobody will present the 
‘notes for redemption until the excess has be- 
come and the mischief has reached a great 
hight. Abram S. Hewitt’s plan would furnish 
an adequate fund to redeem the notes used by 
the banks, but the plan would do notbing to- 
ward regulating their amount. There are cer- 
tainly two reasons why the present system is 
superior to any other ever tried in this country; 
first, because the redemption of the notes is 
amply secured; secondly, because the amount 
has been kept within safe limits through the 
working of various causes which were quite 
beyond the control of any class of men. 
are the two piliars which support every wise 
system of paper currency, and wnatever changes 
may be made in our system in consequence of 
the redemption of the public debt these founda- 
tions should not be removed. 

Ine plan of another currency system now 
suggested, though differing in some respects 
from the existing system, is imbedded in these 
two principies. The central idea of the plain is 
for the Government to issue all the paper notes, 
the quantity to be the same as that now exist- 
ing. Of amount the Government shouid issue 

a certain sum solely on its promise to redeem it, 
and every note issued in excess of this fixed 
amount to be represented by a similar amount 
of coin in the possession of the Treasury set 
upart to secure it and be used for no 
other purpose. course the form of 
every note would be similar— that is 
obligation undertaken by the Govern- 
ment—and all the notes would be paid f the 
bolders demanded payment, but coin would be 
kept to redeem ouly a specific amount, on tne 
-gupposition that in no probable emergency 
would the amount of notes presented exceed 


reserve of coin. 
2 e uld be taken against any possi- 
bie danwer ot increasing the fixed amount of 
notes, and measures could be taken for expand- 
iug the circulation, though this is not so essen- 
tial as it was formerly, when bank deposits were 
much smaller, when money circulated less rap- 
idiy, and when checks, bills of exchange, etc., 
play od a less conspicuous part in effecting ex- 
vbanges.

Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: The Con- 
troiler of the Currency recently said that if the 
surplus revenues of the Government continued 
to be as large in the future as during the last 
two or three years that 60 miilions a year for 
three years of 3 per cent bonds — 71. as se- 
curity for bank-vote circulation would be called 
io and redeemed. The inference is that a bank- 
note coatraction of more than 50 millions a year 
is likely to occur, or 150 millions in all. and this

will only uce the currence 

$100,000,000, because it will liberate about 
millions of reserves now locked up and held for 
redemption purposes. But it is not probable 
that the surplus revenues of the Government 
will be anything like as large in the future as in 

recent pest. If the whisky and tobacco 
taxes are repealed, as is threatened by the high 
protectionists and moonsbiners, there will be no 
surpius revenue with which to buy bonds and 
reduce the debt; and Congress may bave to re- 
enact the income tax and raise the tariff to 
cover deficiencies. 

But the contraction of bauk notes will not in 
any event reaca any such figure as that stated, 
because each National bank when its ponds are 
ealted will purecbase other bonds having a longer 
time to run to the extent of at least $50,000 and 
issue $45,000 of notes thereon. 

There are outstanding 250 millions of 4% 
cent bonds which do not mature until Septem- 


ber. 1891—eight yeurs hence—and in mullions of 


4 per cents which run until 190i—nearly a quar- 
ter of a century from now. It is only a ques- 
tion of premium, as the banks can get ali the 

ds they want to support iesues of notes. 
But many banks are becoming indifferentgand 
do not cure to issue notes, as they are not found 
to be profitable. The last statements of Chi- 
cago bauks showed these remarkable footings:

lf the surplus stock of hard money in the 
country is scattered and dispersed among thou- 
sands of banks it never affects tne senses nor 
impresses the imaginagQon as does several hun- 
dred millious in Uncie Sam's vaults ready to be 

ured out if wanted. Such a mountain of coia 
2 sight gives firmness to business, confidence 
to investors, and producee faith in foreign 
countries in our stability, strength, and sound- 
ness. The certificates all the while can be doing 
duty as currency in a charming way. 

The legitimate funcuons of a bank is to lend 
money, to receive deposits of its customers for 
safe-keeping, pay checks and Dilis. discount 
notes, seil bills of excbauge, collect checks and 
drafts, deal in coin, take care of vuluabies fora 
considerauon, give letters of Credit, etc. But 
the issuing of its owa notes ur obligations to 
circulate as money I have long regarded as ille- 
gitimate banking and asasource of weakness 
to the instituden and a danger to the public, be- 
cause the neans of the bank is absorbed ina 
panic to take care of anc redeem its notes that 
are rushed home on it, while the interests and 
necessities of its customers are disregarded and 
sacrificed. Large sums of money are kept iaie 
and locked up to redeem its notes which shouid 
be loaned to the business pubiic or heid to pro- 
tect its depositors. 

Coining money and issuing paper to circulate 
as money ere attributes or inherent wers of 
the sovereizn Government, and should be exer- 
cised by no other authority. ‘The States are for- 
bidden to issue bilis ot credit, but they have, in 
violation of the spirit. if not of the letter, of the 
Constitution autborized private corporations of 
their own creation to do it, and the Nation was 
cursed for half a century with a beterogeneous 
mixture or assortment of irresponsible, red-dog, 
biue- pup, and wilid-cat suluplasters, circulating 
in competiuen with an equal variety of coua- 
terteits, and none of it 403 beyond the bounda- 
ries of the States issuing it. 

We want no return to this vexatious and ac- 
cursed system. Indeed, the country wants no 
paper money that bas not the seal of the Na- 
tional Government upon it.

A series of dreadful railway accidertts is 
again at hand. A broken rail near East St. 
Louis, on the Louisville & Nashville Road, 
caused two cars atthe rear of a train.to leave 
the track, turn over, and finally break loose 
from the train. No less than thirty-seven 
passengers were wounded, ten of them very 
badly. The scene was very trying to those 
who kept in a condition to render assist- 
ance. None of the victims have died 
in the twenty hours which ‘have elapsed 
since the catastrophe. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon, twenty-two miles east of Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., on the Bloomington

SOCIAL RIGHTS OF THE BLACKS. 

Several important points bearmg upon the 
recent Supreme Court decision setting aside 
as unconstitutional the supplemental Civil 
Rights act, so called, are ignored by the 
speakers in the meetings which the negroes 
are holding in various parts of the country. 
This is untair to the black people, because 
they are left with the false impression that 
the decision amounts to a judicial sanction 
of any discrimination which may be practiced 
against the black man. There is not the 
slightest warrant for that construction of the 
decision. Some of the vital conditions which 
Col. Ingersoll and Fred Douglass omitted to 
explain are the following: 

1. The real civil rights of the blacks—the 
right to make contracts, toserve on juries, to 
give testimony in court, etc.—are secured to 
them in a separate law which has been sus- 
tained by the United States courts. These 
are not brought into. question by the recent 
decision on social rights. The negroes 
stand before the law upon precisely the same 
footing as the whites in their exercise of all 
privileges which attach to citizenship and to 
political and civil equality. 

2. All the Supreme Court has said is, that 
the fourteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion did not warrant Congress in passing a 
National law to protect the negroes espe- 


| cially in certain social rights in the enjoy- 


ment of which the white citizens have no 
National protection by law. But the same 
decision affirms explicitly and emphatically 
that no State and no subordinate part of 
State authority may pass laws discriminating 
against the social or civil privileges of the 
blacks, and that the authority of the Nation 
will interfere to prevent any abridgment of 
such privileges whenever it shall be under- 
taken by State or local authority. 

3. The decision thus places the negro upon 
the same plane of equality in the exercise of 
his personal privileges as that upon which 
the white citizen stands, and the former has 
the same remedy in law which the latter has 
for any infringement of his social rights. 
If a negro be ejected from a 
hotel, a sleeping-car, or a theatre, the courts 
are open to him to sue for damages just as 
they would be open to the white man under 
the same circumstances. The corporation or 
individual responsible for the ejection can- 
not set up the color or race of the negro in 
justification, for there is no local law author- 
izing such discrimination, and if there were 

would be under the decision held to be 
unconstitutional and void. Hence the negro - 
will enjoy the same remedy in all respects 
available for the white man, and each case 
must be decided upon the individual condi- 
tions enveloping it. 

4. The negroes are citizens of the United 
States and of the various State in which 
they live. They are entitled to all the rights 
and privileges to which other citizens are en-, 
titled, and they may enforce these rights and 
privileges in the same manner other citizens 
may enforce them. The Supreme Court has 
said simply that the black citizens are not 
entitled under thé fourteenth amendment 
to the Constitution to any special law or dis- 
tinetive machinery for the enforcement of 
their rights. 

inteiligent speakers at the negro meetings 
cannot fairly suppress these important facts. 
The negroes are no longer wards of the Goy- 
ernment, but citizens of the Government. 
The Nation has declared that no State legis- 
lation shall abridge their privileges as citi- 
zens or their equal rights with whites. That 
is as far as the Nation has gone in favor of 
any other citizens, The court says that it 
could not go further in their favor without 
discrimination. Individually the negroes 
must battle for their rights in contact with 
the world just as white men must do. When 
the Government has said the laws shal! be 
the same for them as for the whites it has 
done all it can do for them without creating | 
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tor their government. which 


of equal citizenship. 
THE ZORA BURNS MURDER. 

The Coroner’s inquest leaves the ggurder 
of Zora Burns as deep a mystery as it was 
before. The girl was found dead, Her 
throat was cut, but a contusion on her head 
indicated that she was first stunned’ by a 
blow. The post-mortem examination re- 
vealed that she was enceintc. There was no 
evidence that an attempt had been made to 
violate her person. Robbery could not have 
been the purpose ef the murder, for she was 
a poor working-girl who had little or no 
money with her at the time of the killing. It 
has come out in the evidence that she was 
in the habit of smoking and drinking, but 
the analysis ot her stomach showed that she 
had taken no solid food for many hours, and 
failed to reveal any trace of stimulants. It 
cannot be concluded, therefore, that she met 
her death in a drunken debauch. ‘There 
were no signs of a recent attempt at abor- 
tion. She had ‘been “ keeping company sod 
with two young men. One is named Dukes, 
who seems to be able to show that he was 200 
wiles away from the scene of the murder 
the day it was committed: The other was 
known as her “Kansas fellow”; he was 
heard from in Hutchinson, Kas,, in the latter 
part of August, but inquiry by telegraph di- 
rected to that point elicited the fact that he 
was unknown to the editors of the news- 
papers there. There were no other known 
intimates of the girl whom it wonid be 
reasonable to suspect of motives for getting 
rid of ner. 

These are the conditions which have led to 
the arrest of Orrin A. Carpenter, her em- 
ployer, as the murderer. Ihe theory is that he 
was criminally intimate with her and killed 
her in order to avoid an exposure, Carpen- 
ter is a man of means and good standing. 
His business, social, and domestic relations 
have always been honorable. There is some 
évidence as to letters Carpenter wrote to the 
giri (which have not been produced), as to 
presents he gave her, and as to cértain in- 
terest he took in her which lend color to the 
theory that their relations were improper. 
No evidence has come out as yet which 
would convict Carpenter of criminal inti- 
macy if there had been no tragedy, but the 
mystery surrounding the murder has led the 
authorities and the public to give great 
weight to trifles. But even if such intimacy 
were absolutely established it would merely 
furnish a possible motive why Carpenter 
should have wanted the girl out of the way; 
there would still be not the slightest evi- 
dence that he killed her. 

Pending the development of more direct 
and trustworthy evidence, Carpenter is cer- 
tainly entitled to an estimate of the improb- 
abilities of the theory that he cut Zora Burns’ 
throat. His character, and associations, and 
temperament, and habits of life are all 
hn in it. It is not hard to believe that a 
m 


nan in Carpenter's position might have been 
weak enough to enter into improper rela- 
tions with the girl, for such things are com- 


‘ing to lignt constantly; butitis almost im- 


possible to conceive that he should be fiend- 
ish enough to cut her throat even to avoid 
threatened exposure. Throat-cutting is an 
impulse which is not likely to possess a sane 
man of peaceful nature who has been trained 
to regard human life as sacred. There is 
something horrible about blood-letting to 
those who have not prepared themselves for 
it in one way or another. Even if Carpenter 
had made up his mind to murder Zora Burns 
it would seem as though he would have 
chosen some less revolting means. But it is 
equally improbable that he should have 
wanted to murder her. A girl of her posi- 
tion and habits, addicted to pipe-smoking 
and whisky-dirinking, flirtmg with at least 
two men, holding one against the other, and 
criminally intimate with at least one man, 
was not likely to be utterly intractable. If 
Carpenter were her paramour he had money 
enough to send her away or buy her off; ail 
the probabilities are that he would have 
taken that course instead of murdering her, 
and that she would have assented to it rather 
than goad him to violence. 

In the absence of proof, the theory on 
which Carpenter is held as Zora Burns’ mur- 
derer is improbable. Subsequent revelations 
may convict him; but public judgment 
should not be distorted by trifles. It is ab- 
surd, for instance, to construe his restlessness 
in jail or his reticence or signs of embarrass- 
ment as indications of guilt. No man in his 
present posiuon could fail to be sleepless, 
nervous, and anxious. He could say noth- 
ing which would not be perverted. The com- 


munity in which he lives should allay every | 


tendency to mere suspicion, and guarantee 
to him an absolutely fair trial on actual evi- 
dence. 

— — 
RAILROAD FUTURE OF THE CONTINENT. 

The rapidity with which the railroad en- 
terprises in Canada and in Mexico are being 
pushed to completion suggests some exceed- 
ingly interesting forecasts with regard to the 
effects that may be expected to follow in 
trade and trade legislation, in politics and in 
political geography, as well as in the person- 
al habits and prosperity of the people of the 
North American Continent. The Canadian 
Pacific, it is now announced, will be done in\ 
two years. It is already graded for 1,000 
miles, clear up to the Rocky Mountains. Its 
projectors ridicule the rumors of finan- 
cial embarrassment which have lately 
got afloat. They have, according to 
their statements, enough money on hand 
of their own and the Government’s not 
only to finish the road, but to equip it. The 
work on the Mexican Central, the Boston en- 
terprise, is proceeding so much more rapidly 
than at first planned that it will be finished 
next spring instead of late in the summer. 
Besides this road, which runs down from EI 
Paso, there is another in active construction 
from Laredo southward which will be done 
next summer, These roads ron from the 
north down to the City of Mexice. There is 
another transcontinental road on a small 
scale which is being pushea through from 
Tampico de Taumalipas, on the Gulf of 
Mexico, to San Blas, on the Pacific. 

The grand outlines of the railroad con- 
quest of the American Continent will be 
filled in with the driving of the last spikes of 
these enterprises. Much in the way of de- 
tails will remain te be inlaid in our mosaic 
of railroads, but the main design will be 
completed. The control of the enormous 
system will be the control of the industry of 
the American Contivent. Where this con- 
trol is likely to rest is probably foreshadowed 
in the fact that the direction and construc- 
tion of these enterprises is now almost en- 
tirely in the hands of Americans. The lines 
into Mexico are being pushed by American 
financiering and American brains, and the 
great line across Canaaa, though subsidized 
by Canadian gifts of lands and track, is in 
the hands of a syndicate in which American 
influence is predominant. Canada found its 
highest inspiration for the generosity with 
which it treated the Canadian Pacific in the 
idea that thereby it would obtain an inde- 
pendent line across from ocean to ocean on 


‘Canadian soil, but it is already plain that the 


Canadian Pacific will be but a spur of the 
mighty mileage of the United States. 

The confederating tendencies at work in 
the American hetwork of railroads cannot be 
resisted by the Mexican and Canadian roads. 
The same irresistible attractions of traftic 
that make the Grand Trunk of Canada more 
energetic in extending its American than 


any other connections will pull the Canadian 
Pacific towards Anierican business. Mexi- 
can railroad development must inevitably 
fall into tributary relations to the two or 
three corporations and pools that have the 


Southwest now entirely in their possession. 


The few foreign stockholders these various 
enterprises have will drop out one after an- 
other whenever there is a flurry in the stock 
market, for they will not have the abiding 
faith of those on the ground. One of the 


least remote consequences of the completion 


of the lines into Mexico may be the descent 
of the English road between Vera Cruz and 
‘the City of Mexico into American hands. 
That corporation has had a menopoly which 
it has improved by the most extortionate 
charges ot ten or twelve cents a mile for 
passengers and as much for the freight ofa 
hundred pounds as our roads charge for a 
ton. The American lines will break up this 
extortion and cut down the profits of the old 
road to a point that will very likely make its 
present owners glad to sell out at a sacrifice 
to their competitor. 

One of the first things the railroad interest 
will want, North as well as South, will be: 
the modification of the restrictions put on 
trade between the United States and its 
neighbors. Rallreads are for transportation, 
and that means trade. The taxes, and inspec- 
tions, and regulations about bonding and all 
that goes with frontier meddling with trade 
will all cut into:the receipts of the raliroads, 
and those corporations will be certain to use 
their influence to have the way made 
smoother for their benefit. The ratification 
of the Mexican reciprocity treaty, which 
comes up in Washington next winter, will 
be very likely to go as the railroads say. The 
half-dozen pools that will control the railroad 
business of the whole continent from Hud- 
son’s Bay to the Gulf of Tehuantepec will 
have a scanty respect for the imaginary lines 
that divide their political dependencies, 
They will effect a commercial annexation 
which will be more than’ likely to result in 
political annexation in the North and per- 
haps a protectorate in the South. 

A war with Mexico is by no means one of 
the impossible consequences of the railroad 
invasion of the Cactus Republic. Its Gov- 
ernment has incurred very heavy obligations 
to half a dozen American corporations for 
subsidies. The Mexican has never been re- 
nowned for his fidelity to financial engage- 


ments. If the Mexican Government, in one 


of its fits of repudiation, should attempt to 
throw over its American beneficiaries, the 
powerful men who are interested in those 
subsidized enterprises—men like Gen. Grant 
and Jay Gould—might find it easy enough 
to embroil the two countries iu a struggle 
the disguised object ot which would be 
reached when Mexico was put under a pro- 
tectorate, and all its obligations towards 
Ameriean enterprises assumed by the United 
States, secured by Mexican revenues and 
Mexican property. 
The entrance of American methods of 
transportation, bringing American capital, 
energy, and enthusiasm into the ancient 
stupor of Mexican wealth, will be certain to 
send that country forward with an immense 
bound in a new career. The mere riseof the 
low level of Mexican pricesto the higher 
American average will be a quickener of 
Mexican vitalities to an extent difficult to 
calculate. We can only guess at what it 
will be from our knowledge of the effects 
that have followed in Europe and this coun- 
try and in Asia from the introduction of 
more active methods of transportation and of 
trade with the stimulus of higher prices on 
the spirits of the peoples. 

If Wall street is to remain the nerve centre 
of this continental system of roads, if Wall 
street methods are to be adhered to in the 
issue of stocks and bonds, and the manage- 
ment of the corporations, and if as the pools 
grow and the confederation is worked down 
to fewer but more powerful members Wall 
street morality is to denominate the whole 
aggregation of wealth and power, the 
problems of the present are but a magazine 
puzzle to the embarrassments of the future. 
Such an array of capital and ability—for the 
railroad men are undoubtedly the ablest 
business men in the country—would be very 
difficult to hold within strictlines of social 


duty. We do not hold re now, as 
every session of our Legislaturesshows, The 
growth of the railroad power e strongest 


persistent agitation of 
National regulation. The | 
layed the more difficult it will be to make 
them believe that there is any power in the 


country above them.

WHAT MONSIGNOR CAPEL WANTS. 

Mgr. Capel, who is coming West to en- 
lighten some of his coreligionists on mat- 
ters of taste, culture, and doctrine, said in 
one of his recent lectures in New York that 


what the Roman Catholic Church in this“ 


country wanted was “a little higner social 
standing.” The Eastern papers have com- 
mented on these words, and, as the gay En- 
glish cleric has not taken the trouble to deny 
that he uttered them, there is little doubt of 
their authenticity, Indeed, the Monsignor’s 
antecedents lead to the belief that to give the 
church “a little higher social standing is 
one of the motives of his visit to this coun- 
try, and part of the business for which he 
thinks he was providentially placed in this 
world. He has devoted himself to prose- 
lyting among the gentry and the nobility” 
of Great Britain, and his proudest moments 
are spent in telling of the socially distin- 
guished persons he hag won for Rome. He 
probably thinks, as many others of his cloth 
do, that the church will always have the poor 
with them, or that the poor, the ignorant, 
and the lowly are not worth much trouble or 


effort, their souls being hardly worth saving, 


and that the Lord will be better pleased by 
the conversion of one Duke, Marquis, or 
railroad President than by the bringing to re- 


pentance of thousands of their employés. 


The Monsignor will find a large number 
of his coreligionists here to agree with him 
that the church ought to have “a higher 
social standing.” ‘These people, by the way, 
have long been pained that the Roman 
Catholic Church has paid too much attention 
to the poor and the unfortunate, who would 
better be allowed to drift into indifferentism, 
if not positive infidelipy. That was the 
practice of the churchjto which the Monsign- 
or belongs in Spain; in France over a cent- 
ury ago, in Italy less than twenty-five years 
ago. The President of the Roman Catholic 
association under whose auspices the Mon- 
Signor is to lecture in Chicago once sald 
that Rome was the most illiterate city in Eu- 
rope. The church in these places had “a 
higher social standing.” Princes, Dukes, 
Chevaliers, and Commodores abounded in it. 
Orders of St. Gregory, and of St. George, 
and of other holy men glittered on the bosoms 
of those who constituted the church raised 
to a higher social plane. The Monsignor 
doubtless would have the system introduced 
into this country. It will work better here. 
The uppertendom of the Roman Church, 
the real simon-pure descendants of the Irish 
Kings, can lift themselves on the higher 
plane, when the poverty-stricken, the unlet- 
tered, and the uncultured are left to shift 
for themselves, which they may manage to 
do with some degree of success. 

Mgr. Capel has possibly been told by cult- 
ured creatures whom he met in New York 
what a hindrance Irish servant-giris and 
Irish day-laborers, teamsters, and railroaders 
liave been to the advance of the church So- 
cially and other wise in America. They have 


been the attendants at fairs, bazaars, and | 


„beauty“ shows; they have been the con- 
tributors of the dollars, the quarters, and 
the dimes that have built plebeian institu- 
tions, such as orphan asylums, hospitals, and 
foundling homes, as well as the massive 
churches and the great cathedrals, bearing 
the names of Patrick and of Bridget. This 
has kept our American Norfolks and Butes 
out of “mother” church. It is about time, 
Capel believes, that the connection should be 
cut and the church placed on a better social 
basis. 

The past policy of the Roman Catholic 


priests and Bishops of the United States, ac- 


cording to Capel, has been a woful mistake. 
The Monsignor thinks so, and his clerical 
brethren in America have only to be assured 
that he has said it to be convinced. Protest- 
ant and agnostic praise of the past care of 
the poor and the wretched is intended to 
mislead them. They should rid themselves 
of the masses. The cultured esthetic, roy- 
ally descended, and superior persous who 
admire the Monsignor, and who wave their 
perfumed handkerchiefs as he comes on the 
platform, and gently bring their kidded 

lms to meetin applause of his beautiful 
— will sustain the clergymen, pro- 
vide them with elegant residences, and sup- 
port the numerous and costly churches with- 
out assistapce from plebelan Pat ana Mike 
and the humble Kitties and Bridgets. They 
may try tomake their way heavenward as 
best they can. 

— — 
THE GREEK QUESTION. 

There is one side of the Greek question 
now on the floor that is not pressed on the 
defenders of the present academic system as 
it might be to their great disadvantage. 

The study of language, and especially of 
the ancient languages, they tell us, is the 
chief means of mental culture. 

Very well; why then do not the advocates 
of the study of Greek teach Greek? That 
they do not do so is notorious. Every col- 
lege man in moments of confidence or public 
confession will, like Charles Francis Adams 
Jr., acknowledge that though he spent years 
under the guidance of his college preceptors 
in the study of Greek grammar and Greek 
translation he acquired no mastery of them. 
The Rev. George 8. Merriam, of Springfield, 
Mass., at the recent alumni dinner at Yale, 
said that after having studied Greek three or 
tour years at the preparatory schools, and 
two years and a half at college, and having 
acted for two years more as a tutor to 
students of Demosthenes, there was never a 
time when he could read an average half- 
page of prose Greek without the use of a 
lexicon. There was never a time when he 
could read so simple an author as Xenophon, 
except slowly and toilfully. “For any pur- 
pose of familiar use, of unforced literary en- 
joyment, Plato and Thucydides, Homer 
even, and far more the great tragic poets, 
are, and always have been, sealed books to 
me.” He can read and enjoy Plato—in 
Jowett's translation. He can read a little of 
the Greek Testalnent—especially when he 
has the English text on the opposit page— 
but that is all. 

The seholars who maintain that Greek 
culture is of inestimable benefit to the mind 


of the student are never tired of dwelling on 


the beauties of Greek thought, the nobility 
of the political and social ideas of the Greeks, 
Grant all that they say. Whatdo they give 
their votaries in the way of a practical com- 
mand of these treasures? Obviously not 
very much, if the confessions that are now 
being made public may be trusted. 

No one has given more eloquent expression 
to the scholar’s appreciation of the part the 
thought of Greece has played in the civiliza- 
tion of the modern world than Sir Henry 
Maine, whose own mind burns with a Hel- 
lenic tire and purity. In a lecture delivered 
a few years ago at Oxford, to show what ef- 
fects have been produced on modern Eu- 
ropean thought by observation of India, he 
says: Whatever be the nature and value of 
that bundle of influences we call progress, 
nothing can be more certaiu than that when 
a society has once been touched by it it 
spreads like acontagion. Yet so far as our 
knowledge extends there was but one socie- 
ty in which it was indigenous. ... To 
one small people covering in its original seat 
no more than a handsbreadth of territory it 
was given to create the principle of progress, 
of movement onwards, and not backwards 
or downwards, of destruction tending to con- 
struction. That people was the Greek. Ex- 
cept the blind forces o 
moves in this world which is not Greek in 
its origin. A ferment spreading from that 
source has vitalized ali the great progressive 
races of mankind, penetrating from one to 
another and producing results aecordant 
with its latent and hidden genius—results of 
course often far greater than any exhibited 
in Greece itself.“ 

And yet with this great prize as the reward 
for years of effort all that the two greatest 
colleges of New England have been able to 
do fortwo of the brightest men in Massa- 
chusetts is, by theirown avowals, that one 
now remembers nothing of what he was 
taught of Greek except possibly part of the 
alfabet, and the other, whose whole life has 
been devoted to literary work, says that he 
can enjoy reading Piato—in Jowett’s transla- 
tion; and can make out the Greek Testa- 
ment—if he has the English version on the 
opposit page. The very eulogies which the 
classicists deliver over the treasures of their 
subject are the measure of the lamentable 
failure of their methods of education. 

Disguise it as they may, the truth remains 
that the instructors who insist that the study 
of languages is the best mental discipline 
fail to teach the languages they promise to 
teach, and that they who undertake to place 
the minds of their pupils in quickening and 
stimulating contact with the minds of the 
poets, wits, philosophers, and statesmen 
bred by the mother of progress really give 
them a stone instead of bread. Hamerton 
asserts as the result of the observation of 
many years that no one can learn French 
thoroughly who is not either born in France 
or has at least one French parent, It that is 
true of a language that is living in our air 
today what must be the obstacles to be over- 
come in the acquisition of a tongue that has 
been dead for so many centuries as the 
ancient Greek? The study of a lifetime 
would not suffice for a thorough mastery of 
that diflicult-tongue. 

Every thought, every flower of poetry, 
every fine, conception of the duty man owes 
to his fellow-man, every burst of the elo- 
quence of Demosthenes or Pericles, all the 
poetry of Homer, every speculation of Plato 
about the immortality of the soul, all the fun 
of Aristophanes, everything that is good in 
Greek, belongs to the world. We want all of 
it. We want all the treasures of the Hebrew 
literature, too, but we do not think it neces- 
sary to wasfe the years and truncate the 
mental energies of our young men by com- 
pelling them to spend the best part of their 


life in getting an imperfect, and shallow. and 


misleading acquaintance with the Semitic 
languages. Most of the Hebrew treasures, 
by the services of interpreters, have been 
made household words. The fields of Greek 
thought have been gleaned almost as faith- 
fully. Greek culture to be worth anythme 
must be thorough. To be thorough it must 
be the work of a lifetime. Let only those 
study it who wish to study it on the terms of 
thoroughness, and let them be the inter- 
mediaries to bring its fruits to the rest of us. 
Above all things, whatever else the colleges 
undertake, let chem not teach that half dome

way. 
SIMULTANEOUSLY with the exploration of 
Africa the intelligent class of Englishmen 
nave, in the year of our Lord 1883, devoted 
unprecedented attention to the Nation known 
to them as America. The great idlers, schol- 
ars, Judges, and geniuses have come over by 
the shipful, and following in their wake has 
come the highly-paid scribe, who sends back 
to London, by telegraph and mail, three-col- 
umn accounts of the natives and the thougnts 
that arise in the minds of their visitors 
on being shown to rooms on the parlor 
floors of first-class hotels. Chicago gets her 
faring in the big London dailies which have 
come by the latest mail, extracts from which 
are printed elsewhere. To see oursels as 
ithers see us, while not especially pleasing, 
is stiil not without its interest when the 


critic observes that Chicago’s streets were 


not raised when the original site was ele- 
vated, and that therefore, except at the 
street-crossings, the pedestrian cannot easily 
cross the streets; and, again, when the same 
writer, in closing, informs us that Kansas 
City and St. Louis are both on the Mississippi 


River.” 


Tue Londen Conservative journals are 
beginning to complain of the lavish expendi- 
tures of the new public-school system, but a 
comparison of the cost with that of the public- 
school sgstems of the American cities shows 
that they ba ve little reason to grumbie. The 
totul expenditure for London is about $4,000,000. 
The cost of the schools of Chicago, which has 
but one-sixth of the population of the English 
Capital, is only one-third of that amount, and 
Boston's public schools cost fully $2,000,000, 
though ite population is about one-tenth that of 
London. The disparity arises in part from the 
vastly bigber salaries paid teachers in Boston 
and in Chicago thanin London. Principals in 
London are paid: Males, $1,300; females, $900. 
In Chicago Principals are paid $2,250. The 
average salaries of assistant teachers in the En- 
glish city is about 8450; here $500 is the lowest 
salary of a primary schoolma’am. The general 
“bossing”’ of the “job of teaching” costs 
about five times as much in an American as it 
does in an English city. The costof living in 
London, it may be remarked, is fully as great as 
it is in Chicago, but tax-eating is not yet 
brought to the same perfection. 


A PRACTICAL expression of antipathy to 
Germany is said by the Neue Freie Presse, of 
Vienna, to have begun in Paris with the dis- 
charge of ali employés of a great railroad print- 
ing establishment who were unable to prove to 
the satisfaction of the Director that they were 
born in France. This course is cordially ap- 
proved by a new journal, the Anti-Prussia 
which was founded for the express purpose o 
encouraging bostility to Germany and Germans.

The Abbott Company in “ Martha.” 

“With all thy faults we love thee still,” che 
Chicago public seems to think of Ewma Abbott, 
crowds the Grand Opera-House when she holds 
its stuge with ber company, laughs at the idio- 
syncracies of.the little cantatrice, criticises her 
ecceatricities, and turus out at the next per- 
formance in stronger numbers than before. 
Such was Emma Abbott’s experience yesterday 
evening, when after having dispatched 
Donizetti's “ Lucia’ in the presence of admir- 
ing Chicagoans Monday nicht. was ready to 
gerve Flotow's “Martha” in a similar manner, 
and such it will probably be today, when in the 
afternoon sbe will devote her attention to 
“Mme. Angot’s Daughter,“ and in the evening 
o Sonnambula.“ 

Although as tuneful and melodious as any 
Italian opera, Flotow’s “Martha” is made of 
stronger stuff than * Lucia“ and kindred pieces, 
and demands above ali fora proper performance 
apevenly baignced company,areliable orchestra 
and chorus, and the most careful stage- manage- 
ment. The Abbott company did not answer 
these requirements, however much they suc- 
ceeded in entertaining the audience after a 
fashion. There was lacking in the first place 
the Baiance among tbe principals: Miss Abbott, 
Henrietta; Zeida Seguin, Nancy; Signor Fabrini, 
Lionel: Signor Tagliapietra, Plunkett. Zelda 
Beguin’s voice drowned that of Emma Abbott 
almost completely, and in all concerted numbers, 


in which the opera abounds, the great difference 


in Voice, quantity and quality, among these four 
principals had an almost disastrous effect, whicb 
was still hightened by the unruly spirit prevail- 
ing in the orchestra. The singing of 
the chorus was nothing but a continual 
trial of vocal strength between the different 
members, which, as a matter of course, played 
gad havoc with the musical effect. An almost 
entire absence of intelligent stage direction, 


. which would have compelled the principais to 


do justice to the humor of the work without 
burlesquing and caricaturing their parts, did 
the rest to make the performance a failure, as 
far as the ensembie work was concerned. 
Of the principais, Zeida Seguin seemed to be 
the only one who thorougbly understood her 
part. Nancy is one of ber best roles, and she 
still gives it ina charming manner, except that 
ber yolce has become harsh and 
gross and her singing is not always true. Emma 
Abbott's Henrietta was a bighiy creditable per- 
formance tor a Variety stage, but not as an op- 
eratic part; The little singer’s anxiety to be al- 
ways ahead of everybody else made her destroy 
the entire dramatic value of her role. Her dress 
as Martha and her posing in an encore of 
“Last Rose of Summer —by the way, a fine 
piece of vocal gymnastics and sentimental ra 
ing, but pot of singing—would have done credit 
to aserio-comic. Her voice is hardly sufficient 
for the part, her well-known trick of singing 
mezza voce to cover up her lack of strengtb not 
availing anything in the music of “ Martha.” 
Signor Fabrini's Lionel was acted in a very cold 
manner and sung indifferentiy. He received, 
however, an encore for the How O Fair.“ which 
he gave with less passion than is usually ex- 
pected in this operatic gem. Sig. Tagliapetra 
Was very unsatisfactory as Piunkett. The fresh 
and maniy farmer was given by him in such a 
mournful tone that even the celebrated Paster 
song sounded more like a dirge than likea 
drinking song. Mr. Walter Allen made an 
amusing Lord Tristan, and reaily the best part 
of the performance was the Terzett in the finale 
of the first act. The finale of the fourth act— 
the climax of the opera—was honored by an 
encore, although it lacked brilliancy on account 
ef the weakness of Emma Abbott's music.

A Hong Kong 
correspondent telegraphs: I have just re- 
turned from Qanton, where I had an inter- 
esting interview with the Viceroy, Chang 
Shu Shin. He received me in the audience 
chamber most pleasantly and expressed his 
gratification at meeting the representative of 
a paper which paid so much attention to the 
affairs of all nations and people.

Then, with a sense of the injustice of this 
course, they set fire to wharf and finally 
attacked the Foreign Concession and burned 
and leoted several buildings. He said that 
if the English Consul had made the arrest 
there would have been no riot. 

When asked what provision he had made 
to pay indemmnities, he said he thought that 
he would ask for the mediation or assistance 
of the Americar Minister, who was expected 
to arrive in Canton soon. Owing to the ex-

OFFICIAL SUMMARY OF RECENT OPERA- 
T1ONK 

Paris, Oct. 23.—The Yellow-Book recounts 
the operation of the French forces in Ton- 
quin. It says their position has materially 
improved. ‘They now can move freely to all 
parts of the Ked River deita and hold all the 
strategic points in that territory. 

The Mandarins who resist French author- 
ity will be removed by envoys of the King of 
Annam, and the people are regaining confi- 
dence. The Annamite troops have disband- 
ed and the Black Flags have retreated. The 
French army now only awaits reénforece- 
ments to complete the pacification of the 
country. The book also gives at length de- 
tails of the negotiations with China, which 
have been conducted, it says, in good 
temper by both sides, France firmly demand 
ing the non-interference of China in Tonquin 
affaire and the withdrawal of her troops 
from the country, and China indicating her 
willingness to come to some arrangement, 
but declining to accede to the demands of 
France. 

In the course ot the negotiations, which 
were thrice broken off, Lacour observed

MARTIN BERNARD. 
DRATH OF LAN OLD FRIEND.

Here, as throughout the States, there is no- 
table the distinction as against Engiish custom 
that every one buys his own paper. There is 
neither borrowing nor lending, and a hotel 
would as soon think of providing its customers 
with the free use of the latest three-volume 
noveis as of furnishing a gratuitous supply of 
the morning papers for common readmg. To 
such extent is this care of tne interests 
of newspaper proprietors carried that in 
the larger hoteis where there n 
newspaper reading-room there will be found no 
copies of the local journal. Guests cannot 
buy the Chicago papers, the Southern papers, 
the Canadian jourrais, or the spicy sheeis from 
the Far West. Therefore, the hotel will provide 
them. But guests can buy in the vestioule of 
the hotel the local papers at a cent advance on 
their published price, and if they want wo read 
them they must buy them. Considering that 
twopence-halfpenny is the A price of a 
morning paper out of New York, it it astonish- 
ing to see how muny people and what class of 
poopie buy their morning newspapers going into 
town, and supplement it with one or more even- 
ing papers on their way bome.

The Demurrer Overruled and the Right 


of Quo Warranto Proceedings} 
Sustained, 


It Is Held that the General Assembly 
Has the Absolute Oontrol Over 
All Remedies. 


Counsel for Defense Elects to Stand by the 
Demurrer and the Case Will Go to 
the Appellate Court. 


Judge Anthony gave bis decision yesterday 
morning regarding the demurrer of the city to 
the application of the Citizens’ League tora quo 
warranto to test the legality of the $103 saloon 
license. Appended is the opinion in substance: 

THE OPINION. 

Aug. 6 the Attorney-General, on the relation 
of Andrew Paxton, presented a petition for 
leave to tile an ioformation in the nature of a 
quo warranto against John B. Drake, proprie- 
tor of the Grand Pacific Hotel, charging bim 
with selling liquor witbout a license. Mr. Drake 
holds a license issued by the city authorities un- 
der the ordinance. The petitioner claims that 
this license is illegal and void. Leave to fie in- 
formation was granted. and respondent inter- 
posed a demurrer alleging that the matters 
get forth were not sufficient in 
that thie court had po jurisdio 
Oct. E the demurrer came up for a hearing, 
by agreement no matter set up in the infor 
tion was considered, except the jurisdictio

PD. HENRY MEYER 


On Trial Charged with Attempt. 
ing to Poison His 
Wife. 


Testimony Against Him by Brets 
and Other Witnesses for the 
People. 


Dr. Renry Meyer, charged with au attempt to 
poison his wife, Ida Meyer, was yesterday 
placed on trial before Judge Guary in the Crim- 
inal Court. The accused was represented by 
Messrs. O’Brien and Shissler, and the prosecu- 
tion was conducted by State’s-Attorney Mills. 
Dr. Meyer sat next to bis counsel, with whom be 
frequently consulted and apparently coached. 
He watched attentively while the jury was ex- 
amined, and looked the jurors anxiousiy in the 
face as they were asked the stereotyped ques- 
tions. 

The selection of the jury occupied three hours, 
and at the end of that time the following twelve 
wen were selected: Aibert Dixon, salesman, 104 
Sedgwick street; Richard A. Wiiliams, brick- 
mason, 121 Lincoln street; Edward Moll, 
merchant, State and Fortieth streets; William 
the Stock-Yards, 616 
496 Wer- 
ster avenue; M. Merrick, clerk 
in the Northwestern Railroad office; Henry 
Kolo. farmer, Blue Island; E. J. Wilson, book- 
keeper, 234 Campbell avenue; J. H. Sibley, com- 
mission merchant on the Board of Trade, 
772 Jackson street: Philip Koch, shoe-dcaier, 
3011 Archer avenue; Jubn A. , tele- 
805 u operator, 102 Crosby street; and R. E. 
retired merebant.

Meyer, who sat a 
short distance from her busband, wore the 
deepest wourning. She wore a veil to hide her 
| face, which was deadly pale, from vulgar gaze. 
THE STATE’S ALLEGATIONS. 


At 2 o'clock Mr. Milis opened the case with a 
statement to the jury of what he intended to 
rove.

During those 
months he became acquainted with Peter Bretz, 
and soon was on intimate and familiar terms 
with him, He conspired witn Bretz to murder 
Ida Meyer by poison. He hired Bretz to take 
the woman to a foreign State and provided bim 
with poison. Not by one or simply two, but by 
a score of. witnesses who would cor- 
roborate each other, state- 
ment de proved.  Bretz, of 
carrying out this norrible commission, bur- 
ried to the ice and notified them what was 
underway. eyer fled to Europe, but returned 
on advice of counsel. He came back in dis- 
guise, bearing a faise name. were the

tion would establish, and there was only fate 
for such crimes, the penaity severe and hard 
for the outrageous offense.

THE REPUBLIC LIFE. 
FURTHER PROCEEDINGS ON THE ATTEMPT 
TO FIX THE STOCK LIABILITY OF JOHN V. 
FARWELL AND OTHERS. 
For several years past Mr. 8, D. Ward, Re- 
_eeiver of the Republic Lite-Insurance Company, 
has been engaged in trying to fix the liability of 
Jonn V. Farwell for $750,000 of the stock of the 
‘company. Farwell claims he transferred the 
stock to the company, and bas been entirely re- 


other stockholders to bold them liable, and a 
large amount of testimony has been taken be- 
fore Master-in-Chancery Wait, which was filed 
| in the Circuit Court yesterday. 

The depositions of Mr. Samuel D. Ward, the 
Receiver, went into the history of the disposi- 
tion of the stock from the time when it came 
into bis bands. He said that he advertised for 
purchasers of the stock in the principal cities 
of the Union, and sent printed circulars to per- 
sons whom he knew to be moneyed men, incilos- 
closing a copy of the advertisement, and call- 
ing their attention especially to it. Bids were 
received and presented to the court. When 
opened they were found unsatisfactory by 
the court, and more advertisements were put 
in the city papers. ‘The result was a 
bidder was found at $305,000, and the court or- 
dered the sale to be made for that sum. When 
Mr. Ward assdmed the role of Receiver he 
found that 52,000 ehares of Nationa! Lite- Insur- 
ance stock was pledged as collateral security to 
Mr. R. Niekerson for a loan to the Republic 
Life-lnsurance Company ot $150,000. The loan 
was eubsequently paid 50 preferred claim in 
full with interest at the rate of 8 per 
cont per annum. The amount paid was 
about $137,000. Mr. Ward says he took 
possession of all of the company’s 

roperty except certain bonds amounting to 
1 ,000, deposited with the Treasurer of Rhode 
Island as a pledge for the paymeut of the pol- 
icies of.the Economical Life-lnsurance Com- 

. which had never been surrendered by tne 
— thereof when that company was bought 
out by the RepublicCompany. Wben a demand 
was made for the bonds the Treasurer deciined 
to surrender them. Only one payment of inter- 
est was received on them, after which an in- 
juaction was issued restraining the payment of 
auy more interest.

Paul Cornell, the Vice-President ot the com- 
pany trom its organization up to 1876, deposed as 
to the absorption by the Republic of the Great 
Western, Eagle. De Soto, Mutual, and California 
Mutusli-Life Insurance Companies, but his mem- 
ory was singularly poor as to Farwell's liability. 
He however thought he had seen the subscrip- 
tion-book with Farwell's subscription for $750,- 
000 of stock. Cornell suterived for $500,000 of 
stock at the same time, agreeing to pay 20 per 
cent down. 

J. Aider Ellis, who succeeded Mr. Farwell as 
President, stated in his deposition that he heid 
that office until the atfairs of company went 
into the hands of a Keceiver. 

The other witnesses on behalf of the com- 
Diainant were H. A. Hurlbut, J. G. King. Charles 
Huatoon, G. W. P, Bowman, J. R. Puvson, A. W. 
Kellogg, George C. Merrill, and Jesse ‘Scotield, 
most ot them empioyés of the compauy, and 
who testified to the manner of doing business, 
amount of assets, etc. 

Mr. J. V. Farwell's deposition in the case is 
lengthy and exbaustive. In the course of it he 
claims that, although the books of the company 
show him to de the possessor of $750,000 of 
stock, he really subscribed for 
600; the other 
company. but was in bis name 
tor it. It was agreed by the company and him- 
self that when all the other stock bad been sold 
the $500,000 held in his name was to be soid and 
the proceeds turned over to him in payment for 
the building. To the best of his recollection Mr. 
Farwell said he voted ail the 8750, 000 of stock, 
but only $250,000 really belohged to him. By a 
verbal agreement between bimseif and Vice- 
President A. W. Kellogg, with the knowledge of 
Mr. Chauncey T. Bowen and Secretary Voilins, 
Mr. Farwell says he exchanged his $500,000 
which were in the shape of 2 per cent certifi- 
entes, he having paid in but 20 per cent for Slo- 
000 paid-up certiticates. Tho reason he did this,

JURY-BRIBING. 
AN ALLEGED OFFENDER ARRESTED.

A HUSBAND CHARGED WITH GROSS CRUELTY. 

A very aggravated story of cruelty was told 
yesterday by Caroline Thode in her bill for di- 
vorce against her husband Adoiph Thode. She 
was married to him Oct. 6, 1881, and, barring the 
numerous occasions on which she has been 
obliged to sleep at the neighbors’ when he came 
home and Grove her out of the house, bas lived 
with him since. She was a widow when che 
married him, with four young children, while 
he was a widower with five olive plants, so that 
they started out in life witn a well-stocked 
nursery. She also had four cows, and 
from the proceeds of the sale of 
their milk principally bas supported her 
numerous family. She charges that ner 
husband is an habitual and dangerous drunkard 
and when intoxicated is very quarreisome. He 
has often tpreatened, and even attempted to 
kill ber with a butcher knife, and other 
weapons. 

Ine list of February, 1882, he went home 
drunk ano made up a hot tire, though one of 
complainant’s children was very sick with a 
high fever, and then because she remonstrated 
swore at the child, and expressed a wish that 
tne —— brat would die, and, catching up a 
butcher knife, chased her out of the house. On 
another occasion he beat his wife, and squeezed 
ber bead until she became insensible. He was 
arrested for this piece of fun ana fined „ and 
shortly afterward was again arrested for a 
similar oc of cruelty and ut under 

nds. t Wednesday Mrs. Thoije rose 
at 4 o’clock in the morning, milked eight cows, 
bel peddie the milk. and cleaned the stables, 
and then, feeling quite naturally a little tired, 
lay down on her bed. Thode came home drunk, 
called her a lazy, crooked-legged ——, and. 
drove the children out of the house without 
their breakfast. In the afternoon he returned 
ready for some more deviltry, emptied a pail of 
hot slops intended for the cows over his wife 
and drove her out of the barn with a batchet. 
She sent fora patrol wagon, and he ran away. 
but came back at night, spit in ber eyes, and 
while she was clean them out 
ran off with the pail of milk. tter an hour he 
returned, baptized ber with another pail of 
siops, and chased her around woe yard, stoning 
her all the while tor hisamusement. He final- 
ly hit her, and she picked up a stone 
and struck him in the forehead, knocking him 
down. He is a milkman, owner of the property 
No. 168 Kossuth street, besides other property, 
and receiving an income of about $1,000 a year 
from his business, and she asks that be may be

HINSDALLE’S SKELETON, 
THE MYSTERY SOLVED — A TRAVELING 
SALESMAN, 

THe TRIBUNE printed an account yesterday of 
the finding of a skeleton in the woods near 
Hinsdaie which had evidently been there two or 
three months. After reading the description a 
gentleman of this city called at the office yes- 
torday and said it fitted Frank W. Stower. a 
traveling salesman for a large New York bouse. 
Mr. Stower stopped at McCoy's Hotel on the 19th 
of July and left on the 2ist. Since that time 


nothing bas been heard of bim. Just prior to 
that date Stower/wrote bis wife that he was 
going to one of the parks to take a boat-ride. 


His wite and father and brother-in-law wrote 
concerning his sterious absence, arid are ata 
loss to understand it. Some time ago he was 
infatuated with a woman, butit is believed she 
has gone to London. Sue did not accompany 
bim to Chicago. When Stower left Me- 
Coy’s Hotel on tho 19h of July he left 
his sampie-case and valise. Evidently he did 
not intend returning to New York or going any 
great distance, or he would have taken them 
with dim. It was_thougbt by the gentleman 
that he went out to Hinsdale to sell goods, yet 
he took no samples With him. Said the geuntie- 
man: “Stower of course had some money, and 
none was found; be wore a watch and perhaps 
other jewelery, and none was found. It he was 
murdered and robbed, what was he doing so fur 
out in the woods? And again the *7-23-53" 
shows probably thé date of his death. He left 
the hotel the 19th and met his death the 23d, but 
if be was murdered he could not nave written 
the date. And there was no cause apparently 
for suicide. If the contents of the bottle bad 
been analyzed,“ suggested the gentieman, it 
might have thrown some light on the question.”’ 
THE TRIRUNE’S informant is a second cousin to 
Stower, and be thinks the identification com- 
plete. Stower was well connected and leaves a 
wite and two children. He was aged about 2 
years.

TELEGRAPHS. 
THE BOARD OF TRADE DISINCLINED TO BUY 
- A LINE TO NEW YORK. 


A TRIBUNE reporter made an effort to obtain 
the views of some of the Directors of the Board 
of Trade upon th®@ subject of the action of the 
Directors of the New York Produce Exchange’ 
in regard to the purchase of the telegraph line 
of the New York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad 


Company and New York, West Shore & Buffalo 


Railroad Company, owned by the National Tele- 
graph Company, to be used exclysively tor com- 
mercial purposes and to be controlled by the 
Produce Exchange and Board of Trade. Presi- 
dent Hobbs said he had heard nothing 
of the scheme. but thought the estab- 
lishment of some such a line would 
an excellent thing for tbe business 
men. A Director when approachcd on the sub- 
— referred the reporter to Vice-President 
rench, who, he said, *“* knew all about it, being 
on that committee.” Mr. French denied know- 
ing anything of the proposed scheme, and said 
he had beard nothing of it, and didn’t know 
there had been any proposition of the sort. The 
reporter referred to the dispatch, but he ro-

RAILROAD CROSSINGS, 
THE PERILS OF THE PEOPLE OF LAKE. 
In view of the fact that railroad accidents at 

street-crossings in the Town of Lake are be- 
coming alarmingly frequent, the question of 
adopting some efficient plan for preventing 
them is being extensively agitated, both 
among town officials and private citizens, 
Fifty-five passenger trains run through the 
town each way every day except Sunday, be- 


sides the numerous freight trains runo- 
ning out and in or being switched 
at the yards. The tracks of the 


various roads over which these trains are 
constantly passing and repassing cross several 
much-traveled thorougbfages, notably Thirty- 
ninth, Forty-second, Forty-third, Forty-seventh, 
Fifty-first, Fifty-tifth (Gartield boulevard), 
Fifty-ninth, Sixty-second, and Sixty-third 
streets. There is nota viaduct at one 
crossings. The consequence is, traflic east and 
west through the town is greatly impeded, and, 
still worse, every few days somebody is either 
killed or terribly maimed. 

How to obviate this serious difficulty is the 
question. The idea of pronibiting the railroad 
companies from ruaning passenger trains at a 
lower rate of speed than the present meets with 
little favor from suburban residents generally, 
as they cannot now make thetriptoand from 
the city any too quick. A demand has recent- 
ly beea made to compel the railroad com- 
panies to piace gates at the re promi- 
nent  street-crossings. But uffortunately 
the powers conferred upon the town by its char- 
ter does not include that of 1 „ 
companies to provide gates. The Town rd 
bas power to regulate the speed of trains run- 
ning through the town and to prohibit the un- 
necessary obstruction of streets at railroad 
crossings; but there the powers of the board 
over the railroads cease. By the terms of the 
contract granting the right of way to the West- 
ern Indiana’ Company the town could compel 
that corporation to construct one viaduct at 
Forty-third street, but even that has never been 
done. 

And so the town authorities are puzzling their 
brains to determine what legal measures, if any, 
can be adopted to secure protection for the peo- 
ple at the numerous railroad crossings where 
now the most distressing accidents are fre- 
quent occurrence.
